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The scenic KRAB tower and transmitter 
site snowed in atop Cougar Mountain, 
where the engineers perform their 
weekly ritual by car, foot or snowshoe. 
For years KRAB has been broadcasting 
with the oldest transmitter west of 
the Mississippi. But this spring we 
installed a new transmitter and a new 
antenna is on the way, thanks to a 
grant from HEW. This means we will 
soon. be increasing our power to 17 
kilowatts. The new transmitter has 
also decreased the time we spend 

off the air. Most commercial stations 
have two transmitters and an aux- 
iliary power source and can stay on 
the air continuously, but though 

we can't provide that kind of relia- 
bility we only lose a few days each 
year to technical difficulties and 
that must be expected. But in the 
mean time the KRAB transmitter is 
humming to itself amidst the cedars, 
blackberry bushes and snow of Cougar 


Mountain, 


’ WESTER! SOCIETY AFTER THE HOLOCAUST 


In November, Seattle's Institute for 
the Study of Contemporary Social Problems 
sponsored the Intemational Scholars Sym- 
posium in commemoration of the fortieth 
anniversary of Kristallnacht (Nov. 9th and 
10th, 1938) when the Nazis first launched 
their campaign to destroy the Jews. The 
Symposium attracted a host of international- 
ly recognized scholars, each of whom brought 
his/her own special area of knowledge to 
bear on the week long discussions of ‘Jester 
Society after the Holocaust." Among the many 
proninent participants were Walter Laqueur, 
distinguished historian, Journalist, and co- 
editor of Co onan magazine; Yehuda Bauer, 
one of the world's leading. historians of she 
Holocaust, Palestinian Jewry, and Zionism; 
Leszek Kolokowski, Poland's leading 20th 
Century philosopher; and Chaim Ilerzog, Israel's 
permanent representative to the United iiations, 


Though the Symposium was conceived as a 
working conference for scholars, the papers 
which were delivered should be of considerable 
interest to anyone with an interest in the 
subject. Consequently, KRAB will present 
some of the more provocative of these papers 
on each of the five Fridays in December, be- 
ginning at 8 p.m. These tapés were recorded 
and preduced for KRAB by Fred Katz.
